COMMERCIAL CLIPPINGS. 


Tue bee industry is quite important 
in Ireland. About 30,000 swarms were 
kept last year, producing some 500,000 
pounds of honey. Ulster county is the 


| center of this business. 


Tue English market is largely supplied 
with Danishbutter furnished by the co- 
operative creameries of that highly-cul- 
tivated country. English farmers are 
greatly alarmed at this competition, al- 
though twenty per cent. of the receipts 
for Danish butter are required to pay 
the transportation and selling charges. 

ITALY refuses to admit grape plants 
from countries which, like the United 
States, have not adhered to the rules of 
the anti-phylloxera convention at Berne. 
Shipments to that country must be ac- 
companied by an _  officially-certified 
statement to the effect that the plants 
are from earth that is at least twenty 
meters distant from any old vine; that 


| such earth does not contain any vine, 
_ and that no vines have been deposited 


in it; thus making it impossible for 
young plants to be contaminated by the 
phylloxera. 

THe Metropolitan Trading Associa- 


| tion is the name ofa new company re- 


cently formed in London for the purpose 
of developing the dead-meat trade 
between America and Bngland. This 
trade is already very large, the export 
of fresh beef from this country to Great 
Britain alone exceeding eleven and 
one-half milliondollars annually. The 
new company will ship direct from 
Galveston, Texas, to London, by special- 


_ ly chartered and fitted steamers, thus 
_ avoiding all the risk and half the ex- 


pense of transit by mail steamers. 

From a report recently published in 
Connecticut concerning the oyster busi- 
ness in that State, it appears that it is 
much more remunerative than any of 
the other large and established indus- 
tries. There is a capital of $3,322,311 
invested in the oyster trade; the re- 
Ceipts are $1,232,146, and when the wages 
of 1,024 employes and other expenses 
are deducted there appears to be an act- 
ual profit of about 25 per cent. for the 
year 1888. The largest receipts, $432,- 


070, were from opened oysters. Shell 


oysters for the domestic market brought 
in $241,227, but shell oysters for export 
res s. Connecticut oystermen $264,- 
Owine to the existing law in France 
which allows farmers and fruit-growers 
to distill alcohol from the fruit grown 
on their property without any license or 
supervision by revenue officers, the pro- 
duction of pure brandy has greatly 
diminished, while the adulterated prod- 
uct is very plentiful. The production 
of alcohol from wine has falien in still 
larger proportion, one gallon being 
made where seventeen gallons were 
produced in 1876, and brandy. is being 
made from treacle, beet-root, pota- 
toes, etc. Dried grapes, soaked in 
bo water to the point of fermenta- 
— ben mixed with Spanish alcohol 
some coloring matter, is extensively 
soll as wine, _
